HE Love of Praife is a Paffion deeply 
fix’d in the Mind of every extraordina- 
ry Perfon, and thofe who are mott affec- 
ted with it, feem moft to partake of that 

Particle of the Divinity which diftinguifhes Man- 
kind from the inferior Creation. ‘The fupreme 
Being it felf is moft p!eafed with Praife and Thankf- 
iving ; the other Part of our Duty is but an Ac- 

owledgment of our Faults, whilft this is the 
immediate Adoration of his Perfeétions. *T was 
an excellent Obfervation, That we then only de- 
fpife Commendation when we ceafe to -deferve it ; 
and we have ftill extant two Orations of Tully and 
Pliny, {poken to the greateft and beft Princes of all 
the Roman Emperors, who, no Doubt, heard with 
the preatc{t Satisfaction, what even the moft difin- 
tereited Perfons, and at fo large a Diftance of 
ime, cannot read without Admiratioa. Cefar 
thought his Life confifted in the Breath of Praifs, 
waen he profels’d he had liv'd long enough for 
himfelf when he had for his mages | others have 
factific’d themfelves for a Name which was not to 
begin till they were dead, giving away themfelves 
td purchafe a Sound which was not to commerce 
till they were out of hearing: But by Merit and 


_faperior Excellencies not only to gain, but, whilft 


ving, to enjoy agreat and univerfal Reputation, 
isthe laft Degree of Happinefs which we can hope 
for here. Bad Charaéters are difpers’d abroad 
with Profufion, I hope for Zxample Sake, and (as 
Punifhments are defign’d by the Civil Power) more 
for the deterring the Innocent, than the chaftifing 
the Guilty. The Good are lefs frequent, whether 
it be that there are indeed fewer Originals of this 
Kind to copy after, or that, thro’ the Malignity of 
our Nature, we rather delight in the Ridicule than 
the Virtues we find in others. However, it is but 
jut, as well as pleafing, even for Variety, fome- 
timesto give the World a Reprefentation of the

at prefent dothis with more Satisfa@ion, than 
endeavouring to do fome Juftice to the Character of 
Manilius. ° . 
It wrou’d far exceed my prefent Defign, to'give a 
prec Defcription of Manilivs thre’ all the 

arts of his excellent Life : I fhall now only draw 
him in his Retirement, and pafs over ih Silence 
the various Arts, the courtly Manners, and the un. 
defigning Honefty by which he attained the Ho- 
nours he hasenjoy'd, atd which now give —— 
ty and Veneration to the Eafe he-does enjoy. "Tis 
here that he looks back with Pleafure on the Waves 
and Billows thro’ which he has fteered to fo fair an 
Haven ;. he is now intent upon the Practice of ¢- 
vety Virtue, which a great Knowledge and Ufe of 
Mankind has difcovered tobe the moft ufeful to 
them. Thus in his private domeftick Employ- 
ments he is no lefs glorious than in his publick 5 
for ’tis in Reality a more difficult Tafk to be con- 
yg in a fedentary inactive Life, than in one 
that is {pent in 4" and Bufinefs ; Perfons en- 

ag’d in the latter, like Bodies violently agitated, 
Sm the Swiftnefs of their Motion have a Bri ht- 
nefs added to them, which often vanifhes when 
they are at Reft ; but if it then ftill remain, it muft 
be the Seeds of intrinfick Worth that thus fhine 
out without any foreign Aid or Affiftance. 

His Liberality in another might almoft bear. the 
Naine of Profufion; he feems to think it lau- 
dable even in the Excefs, like that River which 
moft enriches when it overflows: But Manilixs 
has too perfe&ta Tafte of the Pleafure of doing 
good, ever to let it be out of his Power ; and for 
that Reafon he wil! have a juft Oeconomy, anda 
{fplendid Frugality at home, the Fountain from 
whence thofe Streams fhould flow which he dif. 
perles abroad. He looks with Difdain on thofe 
who propofe their Death as the Time when they 
are to begin their Munificence ; he will both fee 
and enjoy (which he then does in the higheft De- 
gtce) what he beftows himfelf; he wil be the li- 
ving Exccutor of his own Bounty, whilftthey who
